Burlington, Ta. May y 16, —[{Special.]—Iowa's 
twenty-six votes in the national Democratic 
convention will be cast for Champ Clark for 
president despite the fact that eight dis- 
trict delegates are Wilson men. 

Clark’s victory over the Wilson forces 
came near the close of the Iowa Democratic 
convention today, when th&t body adopted 
a resolution instructing all national dele- 
gates to vote for Clark, under the unit rule, 
The vote on the adoption of the resolution for 
Clark instructions was 638% to 38T%. 

The convention was one of the largest in 
the history of the party, every district and 
every county being represented. M F. Healy 
of Fort Dodge was the temporary chairman 
and delivered an address in which he ar- 
raigned the Republican party. 


Fight in One Caucus, 

The district caucuses were harmonious 
with the exception of the Eleventh, where 
there were two delegations from Woodbury 
county (Sioux City). The district was un- 
able to solve the problem and the fight was 
carried to the floor of the convention, where 
the Clark delegations were seated after a 
spirited fight. 

As soon as the convention was ready for 
business, it was apparent the Clark men 
had the situation in hand, but friends of 
Wilson fought with determination and the 
roll call showed 612 Clark votes to 385 
against Clark on the motion to seat the 
Clark delegation from Woodbury county. 

The fight again broke out on the reports of 
the committee on resolutions. The majority 
report inetructed the delegates at large 
for Champ Clark, while the minority report 
left them uninstructed. The minority re- 
port was defeated by a vote of 688% to 387%, 
whereupon the resolutions as originally in- 
troduced were adopted by, the unanknous 
vote of the convention. . 


Provisions of Platform. 

The platform condemned Republigan tariff 
legislation; declared for the initiative and 
referendum; praised the Democrats in con- 
gress for their work along the lines of tariff 
reform; favored the nomination of ali or- 
ficers, including the president, by direct vote; 
deplored the disgraceful contest between 
Taft and Roosevelt; expressed regret and 
sympathy for the death of Gen. James B. 
Weaver; and instructed the delegates to 
vote as a unit for Champ Clark at Baltimore. 

The eight delegates at large to the Balti- 
more convention are: Claude Porter, Dm- 
mett Tinley, M. F. Healey, Frank O'Connor, 
N. D. Ely, W. W. Marsh, Parley seen 
and N. F. Read. 


MISSISSIPPI FOR UNDERWOOD. 
Jackson, Miss., May 16.—The Mississippi 
Democratic convention here ratified the elec- 
tion of twenty delegates to the national con- 
vention, selected at the presidential prefer- 
ence primary of May 7, instructed for Oscar 
W. Underwood for president so long as his 
name shall be before the convention, and 
adopted a bitterly contested resolution plac- 
ing the delegation under the “ unit rule” on 
all matters at Baltimore. 

After walking a block from the convention 
hall where he had put up a vigorous fight 
against the unit rule and had been rati- 
fied as delegate at large, C. H. Alexander 
dropped dead. 

He was an opponent of Senator Leroy 
Percy in the last primary and prominent in 
Mississippi politics. An alternate will take 


his place.

between capita) and labor. 

Primaries to End Conventions. 

James A. Larsen, state Republican com- 
mitteeman, praised Rooseveit. J. K. Hay- 
croft, temporary chairman, said the day of 
‘conventions is ending. 

“TI appreciate, he said, that this con- 
vention probably is the last called for such 
@ purpose. The trend is toward the presi- 
dential preference primaries, and they are 
bound to come.” 

In talking of the Roosevelt candidacy, he 
said: 

With such a leader I believe defeat is 
impossible. He has courage and backbone;

’ QGalifornia’s action in the Republican pri-

Francisco was selected for the Panama ex- 
position was a fragile plank tocling to. Cer- 
tainly the exposition was not given to Cali- 
fornia to secure its allegiance to the admin- 
istration, and certainly the citizens of that 
state did not so regard it. 

Senator La Follette has more reason for 
chagrin than President Taft. He had la- 
bored earnestly in the state, and success 
there might have added substance to his can- 
didacy, but Californians selected Col, Roose- 


because no other man in the progressive 
movement can unite east and west in pro- 
gtessivism and lead it. 

California has had long and hard experi- 
ence with a government produced by the 
very forces in politics and industry against 
which progressivism id aimed. Its chief city 
was debauched and the state was under the 
thumb of railroad authority. It has been 
| struggling to get free, and when it elected 
Gov. Johnson it took free steps. 

It was absurd for the Bourbons to think 
that a state in revolt would take such action 
in the presidentia! primaries as would be re- 
garded as negativing its entire fight. 

As between La Follette who was on the 
ground and Roosevelt who was not, it ac- 
cepted Roosevelt for the sufficient 
that his leadership promises if it does not as- 
sure success; whereas a vote for La Follette 
is a vote in support of a principle, but not 
an effective vote for the carrying out of that 
principle. 


ILLITERACY AND CITIZENSHIP. 

While the congress of the United States is 
considering with every sign of favor a bill 
restricting immigration by means of a 
literacy test, it is worth noting that in the 
electoral bill just passed by the Italian 
chamber of deputies the test of literacy for 
the suffrage is removed. 

The electoral bill was framed and pre- 
sented by the Giolitti cabinet and passed 
by the large vote of 391 to 6, 4 abstaining. 

Ihliterates will not be allowed to vote until 
they are 30, but this extension of the fran- 
ee en eee 
electorate. . 

It is curious that in respect to American 
immigration this sudden emphasis upon 
literacy should appear just when educators 
and thinkers in other fielde more clearly 
than hitherto in the United States are 
realizing the limitations of literary 
standards. 

The Italian electoral law illustrates the 
steady advance of liberalism an :mocracy 
in that country, and though we may feel 
that the extension of the suffrage to il- 
literates would be inadvisable and even in- 
defensible in a country like ours, of ample 
literary school opportunities, we can under- 
stand that a mature man of the artisan class 
at 30 is probably a wiser votor and a safer 
holder of the franchise en. a literate wor 
of 21. 

Furthermore, it is by no means as 
dangerous to conservatism as it may seem, 
for it is among half educated literates that 
heady sophistries and visionary radicalism 
are likely to thrive. The steady going, hard 
working man who has to get his knowledge 
by debate and discussion is more likely to 
thrash it out than the untrained but barely 
literate man. The Italian statesmen un- 
doubtedly believe, and with reason, that 
they are building a broader and sounder 
basis for their state. 


INOCULATE THE AUTHORITIES. 

Announcement is made in Paris of the 
successful testing of an anti-typhoid vac- 
eine discovered by Dr. Broughton Alcock of 
the Pasteur institute, working in collabora- 
tion with Metchnikoff, who says that the 
method is entirely satisfactory as to results, 
but who limits its usefulness. Forty-four 
persons have been vaccinated successfully, 
but Metchnikoff, although interested in the 
discovery and in the experiments with the 
vaccine, has little enthusiasm for it. 

His reason for this is a criticism of any 
city which permits its inhabitants to have 
typhoid. It is an avoidable disease. It is 
a disease which the happy citizens of well 
administered cities do not have. A vaccine 
is not the intelligent weapon to use against 
typhoid. The intelligent weapon is found in 
well framed and well n health 
laws. 

Sanitary efficiency cannot always keep 
up with the troops in the field, and in such 
cases and for asylums Metchnikoff finds a 
use for the discovery. 

In established communities he would in- 
oculate the authorities with common sense 
rather than the citizens with vaccine.

THE BAST WINDOW. 

There is a term that painters use which 
describes a certain thing in literature better 
than any phrase in the terminology of liter- 
ary criticism. The word is pate.“ When 
an artist has built up several layers of paint 
which he can pull about to his liking, he has 
a‘ substantial foundation for the effects he 
may wish to achieve; he has, in short, a 
pate. .You know the other sort of picture; 
you fee? that if. you merely touched it your 
finger would pass through. 

Thus. if we gay, that a book or a play lacks 
pate, we express perfectly the thing that is 
lacking. It is a fatal weakness,and unfor- 
tunately we cannot greatly help the young 
author by pointing it out. Your friend, for 
example, has written a ply. The plot is new. 
the situations are well contrived, the dia- 
logue is bright. Why, then, do you come 
away from it with a sense of its futility? 
Because your friend, with all his contriving, 
has been unable to do what Ibsen does in a 
few paragraphe; he has laid his finished 
colors upon a bare canvas, and you may stick 
your finger through the picture anywhere. 

Practice and years are required for the 
production of pate, and even these will not 
bring it if genius or great talent is lacking. 
Therefore, to tell a man that work lacks 
pate is to tell him that it is of no value; yet, 
having followed the rules, he is at a loss to 
understand why he has missed greatness. 
Similarly you may tell a pianist that his 
playing larke “‘quality’’—another painter's 
phrase—and he, too, will be at 4 loss. His 
playing is accurate, brilliant, musicianly, but 
it does not interest you. He knows all the 
rules of the game, but you remain cold. He 
does not understand, And you never could 
make him understand.

When He Killed Avis Lin- 
nell, the Choir Singer. 


Boston, Mass, May 16—Clareace V. T. 
Richeson's last hope of escaping the death 
chair next week for the murder of Avi Lin- 
nell, the choir singer of Hyannis, expired to- 
night when Gov. Fose annbunceé he would 
not refer Richeson’s petition for commuta- 
tion of sentence to the executivecsuncil. — 
The statement from the governor followed 
closely the filing of the reports of the apecial 
insanity committee which declared the man 
sane, although subject to fits of hysterical 
insanity. The commission found thet Riche- 
eon Was sane at the time of the murder and 
that he le sahe at present. 


Insanity in Richeson Family. 

The statement issued by Gov. Foss shows 
the allenists found Richeson’s family was 
affiicted generally with insanity and that the 
condemned man is a nevrotic, a somnam- 
buliat, and a neurasthenic, and subject to 
hysterical insanity, 

** Executive clemency will not be extended 
in the case of Clarence V. T. Richeson,” eays 
the statement. The prisoner was sentenced 
upon, his own confession and without trial 
for a crime which it appears impoésible that 
any normal man could commit. 

“The evidence shows Richeson’s family is 
heavily afflicted with insanity, that he him- 
self is a neurotic, a somnambulist, and «a 

enic; that he is subject to extreme 
emotional disturbances, marked by loss of 
memory. 
Committed Act While Sane. 

“The evidence, however, while clearly re- 
vealing these. attacka, indicates that his 
crime was not committed by him during such 
an attack. Therefore, while there is some 
Givergence of opinion among the allenists 
as to whether the facts indicate actual u- 
sanity, there is sufficient ground for the con. 
clusion that he is accountable for his crime 
and that the exercise of executive clemency 
in this instance would be contrary to the 
public good.” 

In the death chamber at Charlestewn the 
prisoner has bortie himself calmly since his 
transfer from the Charies street jail Tues 
day. It was apparent thé former minister 
still hoped clemency would be extended to 
him, and ft was believed today this alone was 
keeping up his spirits.

Washington, D. C., May 16.—“ Cook a mess 
of English sparrows,” advises the agricultural 
department, as a means of combating the high 
cost of living, in farmers’ bulletin No. 493, is- 
sued today. The department says the birds are 
equal to quail as delicacies, which is the only 
redeeming feature to a long list of nuisances 
of which they are accused in the bulletin. 

“English sparrows are good to eat and their 
use is recommended as food because of their 
nutritive value and as a means of reducing 
their number,” says the bulletin. . They have 
been utilized for food in the old world for cen- 


-turies. Their flesh is palatable and, though 


their bodies are small, their numbers fully com- 
pensate for their lack of size. 

“To kill mercifully a sparrow that has been 
trapped place the thumb nail at the base of 
its skull and dislocate its neck by hard and 
quick pressyre. 

“Sparrows may be cooked by any of the 
methods employed for reed birds or qual. When 
boned, broiled, buttered, and served on toast. 
they are particularly good and compare favor- 
ably with the best kinds of small game.”

Put in two 
tablespoonfuls of dark molasses and salt to 
taste. Lastly stir in two tablespoonfuls of 
cornstarch. Serve with steamed rice. You 
will find this is the same as that served in all 
chop suey restaurants.
